GREETINGS 


In presenting the annual edition of DISTINCTIVE GLADS to our friends and 
customers, we wish to again express appreciation for their orders which make this 
catalog possible. We realize that the steady growth of our business is due primarily to 
the good will of satisfied customers. Therefore, we will continue to strive to furnish 
you with high quality bulbs at reasonable prices. 


The past summer, with its extended dry period, made the production of exhibition 
blooms difficult. However, it did give an opportunity to determine which varieties can 
produce under adverse conditions. The lack of moisture during the spring and summer 
interferred with bulblet germination and decreased the available stock of small bulbs 
of many varieties. However, moderate fall rains and a long growing season enabled 
us to harvest a crop of very high quality bulbs from which we will fill your orders. 


LOCATION 


All mail should be sent to New Cumberland, Pa. However, we are growing our 
bulbs on our farm located on Route 441 about two miles south of Middletown, Pa. 
Those wishing to visit our fields during the blooming season should call at the farm. 
The greatest number of different varieties will probably be in bloom during the period 
from August 15 to September 1. 


CLASSIFICATION 


With our description of each variety, we have included a number in parenthesis 
which designates the official classification of the variety for show purposes. In ac- 
cordance with the plans used by the New England Gladiolus Society and the North 
American Gladiolus Council, the first digit of the number indicates the size classifica- 
tion and the second and third digits indicate the color classification. 


VARIETIES 


In our opinion, each variety lsted in our catalog has merit and is worthy of 
your consideration. As to whether you will like a particular variety may depend on 
your personal preferences and the purpose for which you wish to use the flowers. 
Remember that the price is not an indication of the quality of the variety. Newer 
kinds must of necessity be higher in price because of scarcity of stock. We suggest 
that beginners start with tried and true varieties in order to avoid disappointment. 
Growers of more experience and fanciers will want to try the newer ones. 


KUHN VARIETIES 


We are proud to have been chosen to grow and distribute the originations of Ches- 
ter and Dorothea Kuhn in the United States. These include many outstanding recent 
introductions in both large and small flower classes. Chet and Dorothea are con- 
stantly producing new varieties and we anticipate many outstanding releases from this 
source. While we have nearly all of their releases, stock of some varieties is very 
limited and cannot be included in our quantity list.

OUR GUARANTEE 


All our stock is guaranteed to be healthy, vigorous, free from thrips, and true 
to name. You must be satisfied. If any stock is unsatisfactory, write us at once and 
we will try to satisfy you. If you like our bulbs and our service, tell your friends. 


PLEASE READ CAREFULLY BEFORE ORDERING 


All quotations are subject to previous sale. We urge that you place your orders 
early so that you may not be disappointed. Each year we are unable to fill late 
orders for a number of varieties. No orders for bulblets will be accepted after 
April 1 as we expect to be planting bulblet stock by that time. We do not care 
to accept orders for bulbs after May 1, except for mixtures, as many varieties will 
be planted by that time. Orders are segregated as soon as possible after being re- 
ceived but will not be shipped until after danger of freezing is past, unless you request 
otherwise. However, bulbs can be sent any time desired. No substitutions will be 
made without your permission. If we are out of a variety you order, your money will 
be refunded unless you give us permission to make a substitution in size or variety. 
Cultural directions will be included with all orders. 


ORDERS 


Orders from the retail list amounting to $2.00 or more will be prepaid to points in 
the United States. We prefer not to receive orders amounting to less than $2.00. If 
such orders are sent, please include a fee of 15 cents to cover the cost of postage and 
packing. Prices as indicated in the quantity list are not prepaid, but are F. O. B. 
Middletown, Pennsylvania. If you wish to order part from the retail list and part from 
the quantity list, we will send the order transportation collect and will include extras 
or overcounts to make up for the transportation on the retail items. WHERE ALL OR 
A PART OF THE ORDER IS FROM THE QUANTITY LIST, PLEASE DO NOT SEND 
MONEY TO COVER TRANSPORTATION COSTS. IT IS IMPOSSIBLE FOR US TO 
ESTIMATE THE COST OF TRANSPORTATION. PLEASE WAIT AND PAY THE 
TRANSPORTATION CHARGES WHEN THE BULBS ARE RECEIVED. 


Where a variety is listed at 2 for 20 cents or 2 for 25 cents, etc., please do not 
order a smaller number at a lower price. Five bulbs will be sold at one-half the price 
of ten, but no single item will be accepted for less than 20 cents except when so 
quoted. Where no 10 price is indicated, it may be found by multiplying the price of 
a single bulb by 8. 


Where bulblets are sold by the packet, 25 to 50 or more will be included in each 
packet. We will give good value. 


Do not ask for special quotations unless you have a large order. Our prices are 
very low for the high quality bulbs offered. However, we are glad to furnish special 
quotations to jobbers, growers, and others purchasing in large quantities. 


DISCOUNTS 


A discount of 5% in other bulbs will be allowed on cash orders from the retail 
list amounting to from $3.00 to $10.00. On such orders amounting to more than 
$10.00 a discount of 10% in other bulbs will be allowed. These discounts do not apply 
to “collections,” to items marked “no discount” nor to orders from the quantity price 
list. We also include worthwhile extras with retail orders. The value of the extras 
will be in proportion to the size of the order. Suggest varieties desired as extras. If 
we have sufficient stock we will comply with your request. However, new introductions 
and varieties marked “no discount” cannot be used as extras. 


BULB SIZES 


All bulbs listed as large size are 1%4 inches and up, mostly 1% inches and up, in 
diameter. Medium size bulbs are *% to 1% inches in diameter. Small bulbs are 
1%4 to % inches in diameter. For the finest blooms, large bulbs are best. Medium size 
bulbs of most varieties will give nice cut flowers, but the spikes are not as long as 
from large bulbs. Although small bulbs of many varieties will bloom, others will not. 
The blooms from small bulbs will be noticeably smaller in size. Bulblets seldom 
bloom and are often difficult or impossible to germinate. We do not recommend them 
except to experienced growers. 
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1950 INTRODUCTIONS 


FROM C. F. AND D. J. KUHN. 


PEASANT MAID (Kuhn). [Nadia x (Janet x Arabella) ]. (262) Color a deep rose, 
the only markings are inconspicuous deeper self color lines in the throat. It makes a 
spike of 17 buds, of which 6 to 8 three inch florets are h2ld open with 6 more showing 
color. The flowerhead is 18 inches on a 44 inch spike. It blooms in 70 to 75 days. Won 
a number of awards as a seedling this past summer. A worthy addition to the list of 
outstanding small flower varieties from these originators.

FROM BYRON R. KADEL. 


CLARENCE D. FORTNAM (Kadel). (Red Penny x Myrna). (440) A statuesque 
beauty, blush pink in color. Its 5 inch florets, heavily ruffl:d and needlepoint, are borne 
on a 24 inch flowerhead with 8 of its 21 buds open and another 8 showing color. The 
champion spike at the 1949 Maryland show held 10 open on the second day. The height 
of the plant in the field is 56 inches. It blooms in 90 days. Bulblet production and 
germination are excellent. Its heavy substance, tight attachment and ability to open 
when cut, make it a promising cut flower. As an exhibition variety, its show record 
speaks for itself. In 1948, voted “most beautiful” at Eastern International show. Win- 
ner of American Home Achievement Medal at both the Keystone State and Maryland 
shows. In 1949, grand champion at Maryland show. Best spike in open division, and 
“most beautiful” at the Eastern International show. Most beautiful and second day 
champion at Lima show.

FAIRYLAND (Kadel). (Red Penny x Howard Wright Seedling). (360) A heavily 
ruffled glad of medium size. The color is a medium rose with an inconspicuous throat 
mark of a deeper shade. It is recommended chiefly for its decorative value. It opens 
6 four inch florets with 6 more showing color on a 15-16 bud spike. Height, 50 inches. 
Flowerhead, 22 inches. Stem straight and strong. Propagation is excellent. A basket 
of Fairyland won the N. A. G. C. Medal for champion basket at the 1949 Keystone 
State show. The ruffling of this variety is comparable to that of Wedgwood. 


Price—Any size bulb, $1.00 each. Bulblets, 10 for $1.00. Starter unit of 1 large, 
3 medium and 5 small bulbs, plus 25 bulblets for $8.00. 


FORMALITY (Kadel). [Lavender Queen x (Mother Kadel x New Era) ]. (366) A 
blush lavender with a cream throat. The 4 inch florets with recurved petals are close 
set without crowding. This gives the spike a quite formal appearance, especially so 
when 8 to 10 florets are open at one time. The 24 inch flowerhead carries up to 22 
buds. Because of its precise form and habits, we believe it will be hard to beat on the 
show table in the 300 section. Propagation is excellent. Blooms in 88 days from cold 
storage. 1949 awards: Seedling rating “A” at Keystone and Delaware shows. Best 300 
spike in open division at Delaware. American Home Achievement Medal at Eastern 
International show at Binghamton. 


Price—Large, $2.00 each; Medium and Small, $1.00 each. Bulblets, 10 for $1.00.

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INVITATION (Kadel). [Lavender Queen x (Mother Kadel x New Era)]. (342) 
Invitation is a sister seedling to Formality and differs from it chiefly in that the color 
is a “baby pink” with a cream throat. It is earlier. It blooms in 73 days. Like 
Formality, the petals are plain and recurved. Height 54 inches. Flowerhead 24 inches. 
Propagation is excellent. ‘“‘While we missed the shows with this one, we believe it too 
will be a worthy addition to the 300 section. We know the florists like it.”

ACE OF SPADES (Sisson). (454) The blackest of the so-called “blacks” we have 
seen. Darker than King of the Blacks, Black Cherry, Black Panther, etc. Opens 6 
nicely ruffled 5 inch florets with a lively glistening sheen. The 58 inch spike has 20 buds 
on a 26 inch flowerhead. Its pure white stamens add a touch of distinction.

LITTLE PEACOCK (Sisson). (211) Light yellow with a conspicuous rose blotch. 
Intensely ruffled 2% to 2%4 inch florets. Opens 6 to 7 with 4 more showing color on a 
15 bud spike. Height 40 inches. A sister seedling of Smilette.

FROM LEONARD W. BUTT. 


PETER PAN (Butt). (Harlekin x Crinklette). (233) Dark orange pink with 
deeper throat, a beautiful blend of Autumn colors. Very heavily ruffled florets 3 
inches to 3% inches in size with 6-7 open at once. Well arranged and firmly attached. 
Plants average 42 inches to 45 inches in height and flowerhead 18 inches to 20 inches 
with 15 to 17 buds. A beautiful miniature that must be seen to be appreciated. Early. 
Silver medal approval award C. G. C. trial grounds 1948. 


Price—Any size bulb, $5.00 each, 12 for $50.00. No bulblets sold this year. 


STATUETTE (Butt). (Harlekin x Crinklette). (218) Clear medium yellow with a 
diffused purple red throat mark. Not quite as heavily ruffled as the other Butt small 
flower varieties but the florets are probably smaller than any of the others, not being 
over 2% inches. Of the 19 to 21 florets, 6-7 are open at once. The florets are well 
arranged. The always straight spike has a flowerhead about 18 inches to 19 inches 
and a total height of 40 inches to 42 inches. This variety is the ultimate in daintiness 
and charm. Spikes of the variety were flown to England for the big National Garden 
show where it was given an award of merit.

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ABU HASSAN (Holland) (378) Dark violet 
blue. Similar in color to Pelegrina but 
much superior to that variety. Early. 


ACE OF SPADES (Sisson) (454) A new in- 
troduction.

ADORATION (Kline) (466) A light pink 
with an orchid flush and a cream throat. 
Grows strong from bulblets and is very 
early. We desire another year of trial to 
determine its commercial value. 


ALGONQUIN (Palmer) (536) Brilliant glow- 
ing scarlet with large wide open blooms. 
One of the best scarlets. 


ALSACE (Benedict) (416) Beautiful buff 
apricot color. Petals a bit fluted and of 
heavy texture. A fine, tall growing, large 
decorative with many open. 


ATHENE (Kuhn) (400) White shading to a 
cream throat. One of the best and one of 
the most overlooked of the 1949 introduc- 
tions. Has all the characteristics needed 
for a top commercial plus the ability to win 
on the show table. Opens up to 10 with 6 
more showing color. Has 20 to 22 buds ona 
54 inch spike. 


ATOM (Hedgecock) (3386) A very beautiful 
small flowered scarlet with a gold edge 
around all petals. Fine for shows, for 
table arrangements and for corsages. Early 
midseason. 


BADGER BEAUTY (Krueger) (466) A fine 
light lavender blending to a lighter throat. 
Midseason. 


BANCROFT WINSOR (Winsor - Moseley) 
(423) Tall spike of perfectly placed, large, 
slightly ruffled, ight orange florets. Deeper 
plume in throat. Will not burn in the sun. 


BARBARA ANN SCOTT (Sisson) (406) 
Ruffled cream with a slight greenish flush. 
On opening the throat changes to a deep 
cream or buff. Opens 7-8, firmly attached 
perfectly placed florets on an 18-20 bud 
spike. Always straight. 


BEACON (Palmer) (436) Clear bright rose 
scarlet with large cream blotch. Tall spike 
with many open. Very distinctive. 


BEAUTY’S BLUSH (Fischer) (440) A beau- 
tiful blush pink with lots of sparkle. Opens 
7 or 8 five-inch saucer like florets on a tall 
18 to 20 bud spike. Robust grower. Mid- 
season.

HEAVENLY WHITE (Moses) (400) A white 
sport of Rosa Van Lima. Has all of the 
good qualities of its parent. Sparkling 
blue white color with faint lavender mark 
deep in throat. Early midseason. 


H. R. HANCOCK (Both) (462) Clear deep 
rose with clear creamy white throat. Opens 
up to 10 large florets. A striking and out- 
standing variety. Midseason. 


HUNTRESS (Jack) (466) A new lavender 
of merit. Color on the pink side of laven- 
der and very attractive. Opens up to 8 
large, wide-open florets. E. midseason. 


INTERMEZZO (Quackenbush) (407) Clear 
cream without marking, except a dusting 
of violet rose deep in the throat.
